SPRINGER AND THE INCOME TAX. 


In the course of his address, while 


exposing the inconsistencies of the Dem 
ocratic members of the present congress. 
Major Connolly called attention fa the 
personal record of inconsistency made by 
Congressman Springer on the income 
tax. The major told how, when the in- 
come tax was imposed by tne Republican 
party as a necessary result of the war bo- 
cause the revenue was needed, it was de- 
nounced unsparingly by the Democrats 
as unconstitutional, inquisitorial, vicious 
and unjust. While it was in operation 
Mr. Springer had an income of $60,000 
one year through fees connected with 
the "condemnation of cotton seized in 
the South and the revenue officers as- 
sessed him for the tax upon this income, 
Springer declared that the income tax 
was unconstitutional and refused to pay 
it. He resisted its payment in ^ the 
courts, but the supreme court decided 
against him and the United States se- 
cured a judgment for the amount due, 
which became a lien upon his property 
in this city. When Major Connolly be- 
came United States District attorney in 
1876 one of the first duties devolving 
upon him was to secure possession of 
Springer's 
property to 
satisfy this 


judgment held by the United States. 
Springer resisted these proceedings in 
the courts, but Connolly defeated him, 
just as he will in November. Then 
Springer appealed to the United States 
supreme court and made a long argu- 
ment before that tribunal to show the 
unconstitutionality of an income tax. 
He was again defeated and the United 
States finally, after years of litigation, 
acquired title to his property. The ti- 
tle remained in the government for a 
number of years, but after Cleveland 
went into office and Major Conolly went 
out of office, the title reverted in some 
mysterious way to Mrs. Springer, and 
from her to Colonel Henry Davis, whom 
the major designated as "Mr. Springer's 
chaperone." 


And yet, said Major Conolly, in the 


face of this record, we find Mr. Springer 
during the recent session of congress 
voting for this "unconstitutional" 
in 


come tax and defending it in his 
speeches! 


Now as an explainer Mr. Springer 


ought to dispose of this seeming incon- 
sistency to morrow. Macon is a new 
county in what he chooses to call his 
district and a few days ago he suggested 
that it ought to be made Democratic 
and that all that was necessary to make 
it so was to convert 150 Republicans to 
Democracy. To-morrojf will be a good 
day to begin this work of proselyting 
and there is no better way open to Mr. 
Springer than to explain why he refused 
to pay his income tax in the Wa on 
account of its unconstitutionality, and 
in 1891 voted for an income tax.

How to Make On* of Tb«M Quaint Con- 


triraBo*s at Home. 


Construct, out of pastboard or thin 


[wood, a scale composed of three up- 
jrights and four horizontal cross-pieces, 
the result being a frame inclosing six 
•comportments. 
The cross-pieces are 


each pierced with two holes, which we 
will number from 1 to 8. Procure six 
{chessmen, three white, a b c, and three 
'black, d e f—circular bits of cork or 
cardboard will do equally well—and 
{pierce a hole through the center of 
ieach. Lastly, take a \ang cord threaded 
'through a canvas needle and having a 


jlarge button attached to one end. This 
(is all the apparatus necessary for the 
[game 
Illustrated in 
the 
accom- 


'ipanying cut. The manner of playing 
it is as follows: Arrange the chessmen 
so that a white one is in each compart- 
•ment to the right and a black in each 
.compartment to the left, the cord pass- 
ing through the holes in the cross- 
.pieces and chessmen in their re- 
spective order. This gives yon a series 
•of 14 holes: 1, f; 2, e; 3, d; 4, 5, a; 6, b; 
'1, c, and 8. 


Now, 
suppose you -wish to modify 
this arrangement of the pieces; as, for 
instance, to make the blacks and whites 
.change sides. To do this, pass the 
ineedle through 8, c; 7, b; 0, a; 5, 4, d; 
S, e; 3 and f. If you were to draw the 
•needle at this moment, the cord, fold- 
Ing back on itself, would pass out of 
the hole* and leave the pUeces free. In 
order to avert this, wind the cord 


Around the lower end of the upright sit- 
uated under the hole, 8. This done, 


i the cord through the holes: c, 2; 


a, 4; 5; d, 6; e. 7; f and 8. Now, 


free the cord at the bottom of the up- 
right, and ask any one present to draw 
the button. Instantly, and as if by 
magic, the blacks and whites change 
place*. A number of interesting com- 
binations may be produced with this 
apparatus. Suppose one wants to bring 
all the pieces into the third upper 
compartment to the left, the blacks 
under the whites. For this, after hav- 
ing passed the cord through the holes 
in • reversed sense, as previously, pass 
it up from below through 2 and 3; 
.thread the thrw blacks, d e f, the 
three whites, a b c, and then pass the 
cord through 4, 5,^5.

to Germany Past.

VAKZBIS, Sept. 17.—This little vil- 


lage never before saw such a festival 
as began here yesterday morning. 
Preparations had been making for days 
to receive the Posen delegation of 
Prince Bismark's admirers. With day- 
break visitors came from the surround- 
ing districts by the score. They found 
the streets already decorated wHh gar- 
lands, flags and arches spanning the 
roads which lead to the castle. Po- 
licemen who had been gathered from 
Stolpe, Coslin and other nearby points 
closed the approaches to the castle so 
as to leave free way for the delega- 
tion. 
Prince and Princess Bismarck rose at 


9 o'clock. Only members of the family 
circle were at breakfast, among them 
Count William Bismarck, his sister, 
the Countess Eantzau and Dr. Schwen- 
inger, who came to the castle Satur- 
day evening so as to be with the prince 
during the reception. 


The railway arrangements had been 


made so carefully that all the accommo- 
dations of the castle and park way 
were taxed to the last point. Special 
trains left Posen, Gnesen, Brombotg 
and Ravitsch at 10 o'clock last even- 
ing 
At Schneidemuehl they were 


joined to the trains from other points. 
The great line of cars, all packed to 
the last bit of standing room, was di- 
vided into two sections, and ran thus 
to Varzein about half an hour apart. 
The first train reached Hammermuehle 
at 11:35, the other just before noon. 
Tents for their reception had been 
erected, and the tables for luncheon 
were spread before 11 o'clock. 


The young men walked from the 


railway station to the castle. The 
older men were carried in the prince's 
carriages, in vehicles used »t his fac- 
tory and in whatever else had wheels 
and something to sit on. 


The procession was marshaled by 


Maj. Von Tiedemann, who divided it 
into three battalions. At a farm house 
near the station each battalion halted 
and had grog, coffee and sausages 
served by the men from the prince's es- 
tate. 
After this refreshment the proces- 


sion was reorganized. The count then 
showed that 2,300 men were presen' 
and eager to take part in the march 
past the castle. 


Maj. Von Tiedemann ordered a halt 


again when the head of the column ar- 
rived at the platform whi9h was 
erected in front of the castle entrance 
Delegates hastily broke ranks and 
crowding forward, gathered in a big 
semi-circle to await the prince's com 
ing.Bismarck had been on the veranda 
He found to the right and left of the 
door several tables at which sat, elbow- 
to elbow, the reporters of all the large 
journals in north Germany. 


"I am afraid you will find this a 


rather poor affair," he said, after ex 
changing greetings. "I am feeling 
rather fatigued, and fear I cannot give 
yon much for your papers. I can tel" 
that I hope none of you will ever know 
the plague of lumbapfo such as I con 
trapted at my work." 


Lieut Fischer, one of the origina 


tors of the demonstration, replied: 


"We know very well your grace " 
Bismarck seemed hardly to hear him 


He looked over the row of reporters 
clasped his hands behind his back, ant 
said with a suggestion of sadness

He opened i\ 
disclosing the text of an illuminate 
address, but quickly closed it with th 
words: "I must not peep Into th 
secrets in store for me."

[or the faithful discharge of all the 
duties incumbent upon him. I hope 
that France will soon be reunited, all 
parties finding a blessing of common 
agreement under the traditional mon- 
archy. If I went to Frohlsdorf in 1873 
it was to shew my respect for the 
hereditary principle. Since 
then 


have tried to deserve the confidence oi 
my party, fighting although in exile, 
zealously for France." 


The document concludes by express- 


ing his trust that God has not aban- 
doned France, to whom he gave St. 
Louis and Jeanne d'Arc. He felt cer- 
tain that France would return to her 
old religion, and, meanwhile, he could 
only hope for the unity of all existing 
parties. He was sure that his friends 
would understand that this was a nec- 
essary condition and precedent to all 
they hoped for.

A New Chwang 
correspondent on the North China 
Daily News, writing under date of 
August 20 says: "On the 10th inst, at 
Liaoyang, fifty miles above this port, 
soldiers en route for Corea from Tien- 
Tsin attacked Rev. James Wylie, a 
member of the Scotch Presbyterian 
mission, with knives and sticks. 


After cutting him about the head 


and face and beating him with sticks 
they left him lying on the ground in 
the public highway, where his col- 
leagues found him unconscious and 
bleeding from his wounds. His lower 
jaw was broken in two places and he 
had several wounds about the head 
and face. 
These wounds, however, 


were not so serious as the injuries to 
the brain caused by blows and kicks.
